eye to detect any unusual feature
This is a trick which makes no differ
ence In Lhe strength of the metal and
consequently Is quite barmiess,
Bometimes, however, a e¢rack ap-
pears in a plece of metal which it s

impossible to remedy by the usuval ex- |

pedients of bammering and rolling.
The careful manufaeturer will put the
plece on one side and make a fresh
casting, for If such n plece of metal
were used as n crank shaft, for in-
gtance, It might spiit at a time of extra
strain and so bring untold disaster.

On the ofher band, the manufectur-
er may deciile 1! he cznnot afford to
dhirow the faulty casting on one side,
and In order to cover the defect It Is
piit in the open alr to rust. The weath-
er will most likely be found to have
filled the crack by the time the casi-
Ing 18 required, and vo one outside the
foundry will have known of its exlsi-
ence until pethaps It causes a vessel to
become disabled. And, as it s almost
Impossible to tell afterward how the
crack originated. the maker is quite
secure from blame, -

One of the most sensational scandals
which have angitated the engineering
world for some years past came fo
Hght not long ego In connection with
the building of a great battleship
After a trinl trip she was found to be
somewhat leaky, and an examination
of some of the plates forming the side
of the vessel reven!ind the startling fact
that the rivets had heen put In the
holes cold nnd stmply ealiced,

When o ship's plates are riveted to-
wether, it Is usunl not only of conrse to
drive the rivets in red hot, but also to
oalk them over with a special compoal-
tlon as nn extra cnotion against leak-
nge. In the case mentionsd the build-
er was working under contract and I
order to save thne resorted to the trick
described. The result was that the
strain on the plates quickly loosened
the calking, and some of the sxvets
actually dropped out of the holes—
